Carries Stolen Property, 

When arrested Williams was carry- 
ing a watch identified as having been 
stolen #rom the residence of Joseph A. 
Niebling, 6155 Etzel avenue, he was 
wearing a pair of gloves stolen from 
the residence of J. A. Hafner, 4584 Mc- 
Pherson avenue, and he carried a hand- 
kerchief stolen from the residence of 
Jotin P. Becker, 4048 Lindell boulevard. 
Williams, who is 6 feet tall, denies he: 
is a thief. Several informations charg-., 
ing robbery in the first degree have 
already been issued against him, and 
the police will apply for more. 

Since Williams’ arrest a steady stream 
of persons whose homes have been 
robbed has been pouring into Police 
Headquarters and identifying ‘things 
found in Williams’ possession. 

Chief of Detectives Smith says the 
capture is the best made since he has 
headed the department and he will rec- 
ommend the promotion of the two spe- 
cial officers in the case, George Rodgers 
and Joseph Byrnes, to the rank of de- 
tective. Detectives Shannon and Calla- 
han also aided in the capture. The ne- 
gro was armed when arrested. 


Woman’s Picture Found. 

Ever since last June reports of bur- 
glaries in the West End have been fre- 
quent. In some cases the victims saw 
the burglar and described him ag a tall 
negro, carrying, a flashlight and a re- 
volver. In several instances persons 
said that when they awoke in the morn- 
ing before discovering their homes had 
been entered during the night they felt 
drowsy and were under the impression 
that they had been drugged while 
asleep. 

A post-card picture of a woman was 
found in one of Williams’ suitcases. De- 
tectives hope the woman will identify 
Williams ,as having robbed her home. 

Among the articles found in Williams’ 
rooms, in addition to jewelry ana silver- 
ware, are several suits of white silk 
pajamas, several children’s toy banks 
and four goid lapel buttons. One js 
inscribed, “President of the Texas 
Bankers’ Association, 1901-1902," while 
the others read, “Arkansas Bankers’ 
Association, Apfil, 1907,"’ “Bowlers, St. 
Louis, 1903,"" and “Order of Ben Hur.”

But I am still 
blue, because I still owe $50 on that 
diamond ring. I paid the $100 you gave 
me on it, and the jeweler said he would 
wait for the rest. I did not intend to 
buy so expensive a diamond, but it was 
such a bargain that I just couldn’t 
help taking it. The jeweler sold it to 
me for just what it cost him. Now, 
darling, send me some money so I 
can pay the balance on it. 


Husband Said It Was All Right. 

“My kisses are all for you. Come to 
me, darling, and take them. I want to 
take a trip with you. My husband says 
it will be all right. Let’s go soon, dear- 
est darling. I have wished a thousand 
times that we had known one another 
10 years ago, as we do now. Think of 
allGhe time we have wasted.

Another time Mrs. Hamilton warned 
the millionaire to be careful with her 
letters.

frmake you happy. Let’s go to Chicago,

“You can’t pess any bills over here 
unless we get some pie out of your de- 
partment,” is the statement attributed 
to Delegate Ferd Warner of the Second 
Ward by Dr. W. B.' Winn, Assistant 
Health Commissioner of St. Louis, when 
the House Committee on Legislation 
Was importunted to act on bills de- 
signed to prevent the spread of tuber- 
culosis and other infectious diseases. 

In urging this legislation, so Dr. Winn 
declared at a meeting of the West End 
Business Men’s Association Wednesday 
night, he had interviewed the members 
of the House-of Delegates seven times 
without success. 

“Grease” Is Suggested. 

Simultaneously, at a meeting of the 
Northwestern Improvement Association 
of the Twenty-seventh Ward, C. C. 
Ralph, secretary of that organization, 
eed that a fund .should be raised 


Pg ane the wheels of legislation.’ 
want a park at Union boulevard 
and St. Louis avenue, but we know it 
will take money to get action on the 
matter,” said Mr. Ralph. ‘‘We should 
start a fund and see those fellows down- 
town. I myself will contribute.” 


Winn Abandons Hope. 
Assistant Health Commissioner Winn 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
had given up hope of obtaining legisla- 


tion to benefit the public health. 

“The members of the Committee on 
Legisiation,’’ said he, ‘“‘just laughed at 
me. I attended seven consecutive meet- 
ings of the House in the interest of the 
tuberculosis bills and I could not even 
get the Committee on Legislation to re- 
port on any of them. 

“At one of the meetings Delegates 
Warner and Priesemeyer told me that 
I was butting against a stone wall. 


Can Get No Legislation. 
“*What's in it for us?’ they asked. 
“IT told them nothing. Mr. Warner 

asked me if I didn’t have a personal 
interest in the bill. I told him I did 
to the extent that my duties as As- 


sistant Health Commissioner required 
me to do what I could to conserve the 
os health: But I made it plain to 
im that would not discharge good 
eon or pad my payroll to make 
way for his friends. 
“Jiggers’’ Gallagher of the Third 
Ward is chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Legislation, and the other 
members are: Warner of the Second, 
Priesmeyer, First; Stannard, Nineteenth, 
and Tobin, Fourteenth.

Odeon. The,San Carlo company 
sang ‘‘Rigoletto’’—and Maurel came 
back from the days of the dead past 
to show us what a great baritone was 
wont to accomplish in the _heart- 
breaking role of the hunchback jester. 
“The Man Who Was’’—Oh, yes, that’s 
what all of us were saying about 
Maurel, remembering Rudyard Kip- 
ling’s appalling story of that title. 
We were to see and hear a pathetic 
shadow of departed majesty, the 
majesty of artistic. distinction reduced 
to rags. It would be Victor Maurel, 
but not the Victor Maurel once ac- 
claimed of the opera-loving world. 
And he would show us not what a great 
baritone can accomplish as Rigoletto, 
but what a great baritone used to ac- 
complish. Many of us, too, remem- 
bered the Victor Maurei of the big past 
—the pity of it, we said. 
The Present Achievement of Victor 
Maurel. 

When, lo and behold, we were fooled! 
By some happy miracle it was not “the 
man who was’’—it proved to be a Victor 
Maurel who sang Rigoletto with a fine 
sonorousness and sustained power who 
acted with a compelling dramatic vigor 
that more than once swept his audience 
into a mood of ardent enthusiasm. It 
was Time’s outwitting. The years that 
have flown since Maurel was last heard 
in St. Louis have fought him a bitter 
fight but, somehow, Maurel has re- 
mained the victor, or, at least, he 
triumphed last night. By what shrewd 
trick of consummate artistry he 
achieved the feat is a matter of no 
concern—the astonishing result is what 


counts. 

The house, which should have been 
larger in view of this memorable thing, 
went wild over him. Almost incredu- 
lously at first it noted the fulness of 
his tones, their colorfulness and ab- 
sence of strain. At the same time it 
felt the forceful quality of his dramatic 
portrayal, void of all sign of fires 
diminished. And thereafter, as, step 
by step, Victor Maurel reached and 
capably met the cumulative demands of 
this role, the wonder of the audience 
changed to a fine’admiration. It was 
Victor Maurel singing Rigoletto, not the 
shadow of Victor Maurel, and the 
house’s acclaim was for present 
achievement, not a wistful tribute to 
departed greatness. The occasion’ was 
made memorable for this reason—it is 
doubtful if anything more memorable 
will mark the San Carlo Company’s 
present engagement, during which 
Maure! sings no more. 


The Gilda of Alice Nielsen. 
Miss Alice Nielsen was the Gilda of 
the cast. Her voice fits the role win- 
ningly, apd there was a time of pro- 
longed = ote when flowers went 


across the footlights to her as they had 
to Noria the evening before, -Nielsen 
detaching one of the long-stemmed 
roses from its sheaf of fellows and 
tossing it smilingiy back to the audi- 
ence, a woman in one of the central 
front seats catching it as it fell. But 
only in vocal qualifications was the 
Gilda of Nielsen acceptable—it was sin- 
gularly colorless and unconvincing in 
its dramatic phases. What a luckless 
role is this of Gilda, anyway, a part 
that has been more thankless to its 
takers than any other in all opera—and 
yet so simple in its requirements that 
one marvels at its strange powers for 
disappointment! 

Signor Dani made a delightful Duke 
of Mantua, lyrically pleasing, of hand- 
some stage presence, and acting with 
excellent dramatic effectiveness. The 
Maddalena of Mme. Marchi and the 
Sparafucile of Signor Rossi were com- 
petent interpretations. The chorus 
again distinguished itself, particutarly 
in the second scene of the first act, 
and the orchestra, under: Conductor 
Conti's direction, maintained its high 
standard of Tuesday evening.

St. Louis Commerce Stock- 
holders Advocate a Thor- 
ough Investigation. 


LOANS ARE CRITICISED 





Dr. Woods, Former President, 
Seeks to Buy Part of the 
Slow Assets. 


Reorganization of the National 
Bank of Commerce of Kansas City 
must be delayed until the stockhold- 
ers’ committee, assisted by Receiver 
Cutts, has completed a thorough in- 
vestigation of its affairs, according to 
August Goerts, one of the St. Louis 
stockholders, who returned to 8t. 
Louis Thursday. 

Mr. Goerts said ‘to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that discussion of William 
B. Ridgely, Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, for the presidency of the Kan- 
sas City Bank as a result of a report 
sent out from Kansas City, is prema- 
ture. | 

Many Things Unexplained. 

“While the stockholders would be 
glad to get Mr. Ridgely’s’_ services, 
they want to know first just where 
they stand,” said Mr. Goerts. “There 
are many things in connection with 
the failure of the, Kansas Ciey bank 
that have not beeh explained to its 
stockholders. 

“That its affairs were badly man- 
aged we all know, but we have not 
vet fixed responsibility for the gross 
irregularities that have come to light 
in ‘connection with the; present in- 
quiry. 

“In lending money, the directors 
seemed to have been extremely lib- 
eral. There was one loan, for ex- 
ample, of $750,000, which, in the judg- 
ment of conservative bankers, on the 
collateral offered, should not have 
been more than $100,000. The records 
of the bank show that at one time 
Dr. W. 8S. Woods, the president, had 
borrowed $190,000 of the  bank’s 
funds. 

“The slow assets of the bank, which 
are not collectable at this time, amount 
to about $1,400,000. It is proposed to 
have the stockholders take over these 
assets. 

‘We have every reason to believe 
that Dr. Woods and his associates de- 
sire to reorganize the bank so they 
can -operate it again themselves. On 
the other hand, D. R. Francis and 
other St. Louisans are not in harmony 
on the general proposition of reorgani- 
zation. With factional differences pre- 
vailing, I do not, think we ought to 
consider a president at this time. 

Favors Thorough Inquiry. 

“The Government authorities ought to 
enforce the national banking laws to 
the letter. This they have not done in 
the case of the Kansas City bank. The 
affairs of that institution should be 
probed to the bottom. I expect to go 
to Kansas City tomorrow night to at- 
tend the meeting of the Stockholders’ 
Committee, which will be held there 
Saturday.’’ : 

St. Louis bankers have heard that the 
reorganization plans for the Kansas 
City bank contemplate the sale to 
stockholders of $1,400,000 of assets, des- 
ignated as “slow assets,’ for $1,000,000. 
Of this.amount, it is understood, Dr. 
Woods, the former president, has 
agreed to subscribe $500,000, while the 
stockholders are to purchase the re- 
mainder. It also is proposed to in- 
crease the capital stock of the bank 
from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000. 

Under the national banking laws, the 
stockholders of a national bank are 
responsible to the depositors {n an 
amount, equivalent to the value of the 
stock they hold in the bank. St. Louis- 
ans held about 3000 shares, or $3,000,000 
worth of stock out of a total of 10,000 
in the Kansas City bank. 

Ridgely Denies Offer. 

Press telegrams from Washington 
quote Mr. Ridgely as saying that he 
has not been offered the presidency of 
the Bank of Commerce. 

“No one is authorized to make such 
an Offer,” he says. “It is embarrassing 
to me to have the question of my pos- 
sible connection with the institution 
continually involved in a_ situation 
where I am callea upon to act of- 
cially.’’

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Factory ceaiier Prepares Cam 
paign for Pure Bread for 
City’s Workers. 





In Wednesday's issue of the Post-Dis- 
patch was an account of the _ shock- 
ing unsanitary conditions found in 
the bakeshops of the Greek and 
Macedonian quarter on Second street, 
scuth of Walnut street. From these 
shops the deputy inspectors, accompa- 
nied by the Post-Dispatch reporter, went 
to the Ghetto, between Morgan street 
and Cass avenue and Sixth and Thir- 
teenth streets. Here conditions were 
found to be even worse than the 
quarter previously visited. 

The first shop entered was that of D. 
Bommarita, 713 Biddle street. 

Bread Tray Used as Bed. 

Bommarita maintains a bakery in a 
basement in which there is not a win- 
dow. The place is not more than 12 feet 
square, and the greater part is taken 
vr with the oven. The stench coming 
from the cellar when the only door, a 
trap to the street, is opened, is awful. 
The place is redolent of sour dough, the 
exhalations of sleeping persons and the 
cellar damp. In one corner of the 
céllar is a bed in a bread tray, the 
basis of which is a few gunny sacks. 
One corner of the bakery is stored with 
drift wood used in the oven. The onty 
light comes from a single gas get over 
the mixing trough. Close to the wood 
pile is a gas stove on which Bommarita 
cooks his fooc. The cellar is absolutely 
insanitary, and in addition is a constant 
source of danger to the locality as a 
fire trap. 

Simon Schwartz, 723 O'Fallon 
conducts a bakery beyond doubt one of 
the dirtiest in the Ghetto. 

When the factory inspector entered it 
a man was sleeping in his full clothing, 
except his shoes, on a dough-mixing 
table. Near the oven another was 
washing socks in a bucket. The floor 
of the bakeshop was encrusted to the 
depth of three inches with trodden 
dough and dirt. It was as thick as the 
asphalt coating on the street. 

An inspector took a shovel and turned 
up a piece of the dough pavement of 
the shop four feet in circumference. In 
it innumerable strata of dirt were dis- 
covered, dough, paper, wooden splinters, 
more papér, dirt from the streets and 
hardened dough. The piece of the floor 
taken up was near the doorway leading 
from the bakeshop to the front store. 
The floor of the bakeshop from one end 
to the other was similarly covered. 

Bad Eges for “Begels.” 

It is in bakeries of this descriptian 
that begels are baked. Begels are 
crackers made from flour and water, 
and sold almost exclusively among the 
Jewish people. There are two sorts of 
begels, the heavy and the light. The 
light are made with eggs. Schwartz 
said that the light begels were made 
from ‘‘spoiled eggs,’’ bought at six cents 
a dozen. Their lightness is due to the 
eges, which are confessedly spoiled. To 
kill the taste of the bad eggs ammonia 
is used. Schwartz was very much sur- 
prised that the condition of the floor 
of his bakery should be criticised by 
the factory inspector. “You should see 
some of the bakeries down here. Com- 
pared to them this is a palacé,” he

North Eighth street. The bakery is en- 
tered through an outside shop. Close 
to a stove in the rear of the bakeshop 
a boy in his stocking feet was sleep- 
ing upon a bread tray laid across two 
barrels containing flour when the fac- 
tory inspector visited the place. A dog 
was. sleeping upon sacks of flour in 
a corner. At one of the mrxing troughs 
a baker was at work mixing cakes. 
He was chewing tobacco and expecto- 
rating on the floor, which was sticky 
with dough, molasses and grease, which 
was mixed with the ashes from the 
oven. 

In the corners were papers, trash and 
greasy rags. On a mixing table was 
a bucket full of cottonseed oil, in which 
was an old hair brush used for greas- 
ing bread pans. Bread trays and other 
utensile were incrusted with greasy, 
dirt-mixed dough, and the bread trays 
were covered with the clotfling of the 
men, who had evidently thrown them 
there when going off work.

In the quarter in which the Greeks 
seem to have the monopoly of the bak- 
eries, the overcrowding of the bakeshops 
by men is a grave question in the con- 
sideration of the wholesomeness of the 
bread product. One of the men given 
to persistent OV ercrowding is Tanas 


Nasso, 714 South Second. 
Nasso occupies a whole building, the 


front of which is kept securely locked. 

The factory inspectors had some diffi- 
culty in obtaining entrance to it by 
means of the second story of the build- 
ing, which is a ramshackle brick beside 
the elevated railroad that spans Second 
street. When the officers reached the 
second floor, in an attempt to get to the 
bakeshop, they found that the upstairs 
rooms were filled with Greeks and Mace- 
donians. among whom were several 
boys. They were crowded into three 
rooms. 


Dirt Falls Into Bread. 


The lower floor was given up to the 
bakery and the salesroom. Two bakers 


are employed, and they turn out 500 


loaves a day. 
The floor of the bakeshop was encrust- 


ed with an inch of sour dough, over 
which ran cockroaches. The wall was 
lined with gunnysacks, filled with dust, 
which fell into the bread troughs at 
every draught of wind that blew in at 
the doorways. 

In the bakery one of the workmen, 
clothed in an undershirt and overalls, 
and with his feet bare, was sitting on 
a bread table smoking a pipe when the 
inspectors and the Post-Dispatch re- 
porter entered. ‘ 

He stood upon the bread table in his 
bare feet and spat upon the floor. In 


the room was a cot, on which he slept, 

and on the bread trays was spread the 

clothing of the other men who worked 

in the place. Not less than 60 men were 

in the house during the inspectign. 
City to Join In Rad. 

As a result of the Post-Dispatch’s 
revelation of unsanitary conditions in 
certain bakeries in thickly populated 
downtown districts, Assistant Health 
Commissioner Winn Thursday ordered 
sanitary inspectors to obtain evidence 
regarding these conditions. 

Dr. Winn said he would report the 
findings of his men to the Factory 
Inspector. The Health Department, 
he said, has no direct authority to act, 
but desires to aid the factory inspec- 
tion department in every possible

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PAYING TRIBUTE ON EVERY TON OF COAL. 
In its supplemental report the Municipal Bridge 


1878 | and Terminals Commission dwells with too much 
emphasis on the fact that, in spite of the Bridge 
Trust’s 20 cents per ton ransom on coal shipped 
to this city within the 100-mile radius, St. Louis 
has cheaper fuel than any other large city. 

St. Louis ought to have cheaper fuel than any 
other large city. At its very doors are to be 
found some of the richest coal deposits in the 
world. If it were not for the combination between 
the coal roads and the Terminal Trust coal here 
would be considerably cheaper than it is. 

In nearly all of the conspiracies against con- 
sumers which in transportation, in commerce 
and in legislation have been made effective in 
the interest of privilege similar conditions have 
prevailed. Commodities being plentiful and 
cheap, the purpose has been to make them scarce 
and costly. The fact that somewhere else on 
earth prices were higher has always been used 
in defense of monopolistic injustice. 

Millions of dollars of taxes have been levied 
upon the people of St. Louis by the Coal-Railway- 
Bridge Combine. Nearly every pound of coal that 
is burned here carries its portion of this burden. 
Nearly every consumer, from poorest to richest, 
pays his share of the tribute. 

The Municipal Commission has accomplished a 
great work in the removal of the bridge arbitrary 
as to other commodities, but it should not mini- 
mize the wrong which yet remains. Every argu- 
ment advanced against the outrageous exactions 
of the Bridge Trust in other respects bears with 
equal force upon the unconscionable coal hold- 
up. . 
In fact, the bridge arbitrary as to other mat- 
ters having been abandoned, there is the greater 
reason why the pilfering carried on in relation 
to coal should be fought to a finish, its enormity 
ceaselessly exposed and its injustice everlastingly 
condemned. There is no rcom here for compro- 
mise. The bridge grab on coal, whether great or 
small, so far as it is mere toll, is robbery and it 
ought to be destroyed. 

In some respects the Bridge Monopoly’s coal 
arbitrary would seem to be more vulnerable than 
the evils which have already been corrected. This 
hold-up touches the pocket of every householder, 
and so should create an unconquerable public 
opinion. This hold-up is simple and obvious. 
This hold-up takes place daily under the eyes of 
every inhabitant. This hold-up is like that of 
the ancient revenue farmers who placed their 
tax-gatherers at every city gate and bilked all 
who came and all who went. It is not a freight 
rate or a switching charge. It is toll. 

Moreover, there is law as well as logic with 
which to fortify a determined attack upon the 
coal conspiracy. The statutes of Illinois and Mis- 
souri run against just such combinations. The 
statutes of the United States forbid them and 
provide for their punishment. The business is 
interstate in character, but it is outlawed by the 
state quite as distinctly as it is by the nation. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission can deal 
with it. The State and. Federal courts can deal 
with it. 

In the concessions already made by the Bridge 
Trust the fiction that the bridges ané terminals 
exist separately from the railways was practical- 
ly} abandoned. Why should a remnant of that 
contention be preserved in the coal arbitrary? 
Except in the matter of coal, the commerce of St. 
Louis has been freed from the exactions of toll- 
gatherers. Why should this one mark of bond- 
age be retained? 

The Municipal Commission has many impor- 
tant subjects in hand, but not one of them 
equals in weight or in urgenc: the problem pre- 
sented by the 20-cent per ton tribute which St. 
Louisans pay unnecessarily and unjustly to the 
greed that is enthroned in the Bridge Trust. To 
bring that wicked impost to an end every re- 
source of the law and of public opinion should 
It will not correct itself.

tunes of the day—‘‘dragged wounded from among the dead’’—and for 2% 
years thereafter he remained a prisoner in the Tower of London, until ransomed 
for 300,000 crowns by Philip the Good of Burgundy. In order to relieve the 
tedium of his long confinement the captive Duke composed about sixty love 
poems, which, tradition asserts, were the first valentines ever penned.

Alcohol is more heating than anything else that can the 
system. It generates the strongest of gases, which distend the veins, mount to 
the brain’ and work havoc among the brain cells. ;

PROTEST BY TILLMAN 





Morgan, Ryan and Rockefeller 
Named as Beneficiaries 
by Crozier. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Anweging 
that the Aldrich financial bill is drawn 
solely in the interests of Wall street and 
that it puts In the hands of three men— 
Morgan, Rockefeller and Ryan—the pow- 
er to create panics and to contract or 
expand the currency of the country to 
the extent of $100,000,000 or more at their 
pleasure and to their personal profit and 
advantage, Alfred O. Crozier, a promi- 
nent lawyer of Wilmington, Del., in a 
serpsational petition to the Senate, de- 
mands the defeat of the bill. 

His petition was presented today by 
Senator Tillman, accompanied by a few 
characteristic remarks from the South 
Carolinian. 

Crozier says that the individual wealth 
of a half dozen “powerful gamesters of 
Wall street” is enough to create a cor- 
ner in gold, so that they could “demand 
any price therefor from those who must 
have the actual gold to pay the vast 
quantities of maturing bonds.” 


Prophesies a Reaction. 


“‘Unwise currency legislation,’ he says, 
‘“‘will react. It will defeat the party re- 
sponsible for it, for the people today 
are in no mood to overlook the wrong 
of the enactment of any law believed to 
be for the express benefit of Wall street. 

It is believed that Wall street gladly 
would swap the Presidency for the rich 
fruits and dangerous powers contained 
in the Aldrich bill. For this would also 
satisfy the well-known spirit of revenge 
and block all progressive legislation be- 
tween a Democratic administration and 
Republican Congress. 

The recent panic appeared providen- 
tially just befoge this session of Con- 
gress. Many believe it was caused 
by its promoters to pinch the country 
into hurrying Congress to hastily pass 
the currency legislation they desire, to 
punish the administration for enforc- 
ing the laws without fear or favor, to 
advance interest rates and to reduce 
wages of labor and prices of securities 
and property for their lawless purposes 
and profit. 

Master Nodded Approyal. 


“The powerful master of Wall street 


sat in the gallery of the United States 
Senate the other day and nodded ap- 
proval as the distinguished author of 
the Aldrieh bill spoke in advocacy of 
the bill. 

“The few big operators, lawless and 
relentless masters of Wall street, will 
be the principal beneficiaries ef the bill. 
It will give them a strangle hold of the 
money supply. It will vastly increase 
their dangerous powers. It will en- 
able them to cause a panic at will. It 
will multiply their political power. 

“By controlling the Secretary of the 
Treasury they will dominate every bank 
in the land and build for themselves 
the greatest political machine in all 
governmental history. Nothing could 
Gslodge it. 

“Enhancing Bond Prices.” 

“Enhancing the price of municipal 
ponds by designating them to secure 
currency will be for the benefit of the 
p@blic as well as for Government bonds. 
It is quite a difficult thing gratuitously 
to put immediate extra profit of more 
than one billion’ dollars into the pock- 
ets of private owners of railroad bonds 
by thus legislatively enhancing quota- 
tion prices thereof. Especially so when 
it will go to Wall street. 

“The Aldrich bill requires the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to keep posted eon 
the prices of such bonds. As they are 
subject to possible violent manipulation 
daily, the only way he can do this is 
to follow the custom of brokers and 
big banks of New York and install in 
the Treasury Department and perhaps 
in the White House the usual Wall 
street ticker that from 10 a. m. to 3 
p. m. each day the officers of the Re- 
public may read the gamblers’ tape and 
quickly call for more margins or 
sell out the collateral on the stock ex- 
change as is customary in the great 
American game to avoid loss. 


To Manipulate $100,000,000, 
“It is significant that the combined 


capital and surplus of three big Wall 
street banks said to be dominated by 
Morgan, Rockefeller and Ryan—the City 
National, First National and National 
Bank of Commerce—exceeds $100,000,000, 
or an amount equal to the combined 
capital stock of 1000 country banks with 
$100,000 capital each. 

“These three banks could take out, 
and also contract, over $50,000,000 of 
emergency currency. They can at the 
same time also issue and contract $0,- 
000,000 ef ordinary bank note currency. 
This reveals the vast power of these 
banks and what they are after. 

“So independent of the other 12,000 
banks of the country, the wishes of %,- 
900,000 of people or their responsible 
government, or of the interests and wel- 
fare of the Republic, the Aldrich bill 

proposes deliberately to make it pos- 
sible for three banks said to be domin-
